The  whole  of  the  District  is  covered  by  a  weekly  house 
refuse  collect i^n  and  the  collection  of  waste  paper  salvage 
was  again  continued  during  the  year, 

RIVERS  &  STREAMS 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  at  the  same  time  as  samples 
are  taken  of  works  effluent  as  one  of  the  constituent  authorities

Water  carriage  system  isgeneral  throughout  the  District  with

PARA- TYPHOID  FEVER  -  CARRIER 

An  outbreak  of  para-typhoid  fever  at  a  Maternity  Ward  in  a 
Bristol  Hospital  was  attributed  to  a  chronic  carrier  resident  in 
the  Urban  Area. 

The  woman  remains  a  persistent  carrier  to  present  date  (July 
1953)  ,  and  her  family  -  husband  and  two  boys  -  are  now  free  from 
infection.  Close  supervision  is  continued.  Treatment  with  Terra- 
mycine  has  no  effect  on  carrier  condition,

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  this  Act. 
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
